WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne desires to donate the property at 2233, 
2227 and 2229 South Lafayette Street to Project Renew; and 

WHEREAS, Project Renew will subdivide these three (3) properties into 
two (2) lots and will construct two (2) new single-family homes on the lots. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL

SECTION 1. That the RESOLUTION of the Board of Public Works, dated June 

19, 1996, donating property at 2233, 2227 and 2229 South Lafayette Street to Project 
Renew, as more particularly set forth in said Resolution; which is on file in the Office of the 
Board of Public Works; and is by reference incorporated herein and made a part hereof; is 
hereby in all things ratified, confirmed and approved. Two (2) copies of said Resolution is on 
file with the Office of the City Clerk and made available for public inspection, according to 
law.

WHEREAS, Project Renew is a not-for-profit organization whose purpose is to revitalize low-income neighborhoods 
by providing financing affordable to low-income households for construction of new homes and rehabilitation of existing homes; 
and 


WHEREAS, Project Renew has requested that the City of Fort Wayne (City) donate three vacant lots located at 2227, 
2229 and 2233 S. Lafayette Street to Project Renew; and 


WHEREAS, Project Renew will subdivide these three lots into two lots facing E. Creighton Street and will construct 
two new single-family homes on the lots; and 


WHEREAS, Project Renew will finance long-term mortgages at favorable interest rates for the purchase of these 
homes by low-income families; and 


WHEREAS, as soon as Project Renew transfers these lots to private ownership, the lots | will be placed back on the 
tax rolls; and 


WHEREAS, Project Renew will accept a deed restriction providing that the West 25 Feet of each lot shall remain as 
a green landscaped area not to be bisected by a driveway and not to be paved and that no building or structure will be allowed 
on that area; and 


WHEREAS, this deed restriction will be transferred when the lots are transferred. 


NOW BEIT RESOLVED by the Board of Public Works, City of Fort Wayne, that the property located at 2227, 2229, 
and 2233 S. Lafayette Street be donated to Project Renew.

DATE: June 20, 1996 


Project Renew, a public-private partnership which combines funds 
from private lenders, foundations, the Community Development Block 
Grant and HOME programs has completed construction on close to 
twenty new single family residences in the Larez and East Central 
neighborhoods. They have requested that the City donate three lots 
facing Lafayette Street just north of Creighton Avenue for the 
construction of two new single family residences. 


This block immediately north of Creighton Street currently has a 
twenty-five foot buffer along Lafayette Street to minimize the 
impact of traffic in the adjacent neighborhood. The deed to 
Project Renew will include a restriction requiring that this buffer 
be maintained as a green landscaped area. Project Renew will re- 
subdivide the three city lots and a fourth lot which they are 
acquiring from a private Owner into two lots facing Creighton 
Street. They will construct one single family dwelling on each 
lot. Project Renew will provide mortgage financing at favorable 
interest rates for the purchase of these properties by families.
